Apply Torch as Warning. 

The fire spread from the Gerardi building 
to that of Dominick Gosalemi, 820 Gault 
court. Gosalemi, his wife and nine children, 
and the three children of the Gerardig were 
rescued by firemen, Four families in the 
two buildings were driven out by the flames. 

After a fight the firemen succeeded in con- 
fining, the blaze te these two houses, one of 
which was destroyed. A noticeable odor of 
gasoline strengthened te theory thet per- 
haps the kidnapers had crept as near 
possible to the guarded Mareno House an 
then applied the torch ag a warning to the 
father who has so far failed to meet the 
Black Handers’ request for a $5,000 ransom, 


Difficult to Decipher Letter. 

Mareno yesterday received another letter 
threatening misfortune unless he paid §5,000 
for his son. The missive was delivered by 
post, and was ciosely guarded by the police. 

Owing to the fact that the writing was 
hardly decipherable and translation made 
doubly hard, both Mareno and the police 
believed that the letter gave Mareno until 
10 o'clock last night to pay the kidnapers 
$5.000. 

Word of this spread throughout the distrtet, 
and the Italians stood in the streets until 
10 o'clock had passed, saying their ‘‘Ave's,’’ 
crossing themselves, listening to the striking 
of the hour by the big chureh clock in the 


| heighborhood. Nothing happened and they 


dispersed. 


Text of the Warning. 

Late at night the police succeeded in de- 
ciphering the letter, and they gave out a 
translation as follows: 

Dear Tony Mareno: You notified the 
police, which caused the delay in the 
agreement between us, and it also caused 
your son to suffer day and night. He 
constantly calls for papa and mamma 
and the rest of the family. 

Certainly you must be a miserable per- 
sop to deprive yourself of so intelligent a 
boy. He ig smart for bis age. 80 you, 
miser that you are, prefer to abandon 
your eon for money. ; 

We give you four days’ time, and if 
during those four days you don't send the 
money you will never see your son agein. 
You must think that money is more to 
be loved than your own flesh and blood. 
111 Miserable parent to love money more 
than your own gon. !! Would you rell 
your own flesh and blood for money? 

There will be an awful fate for you and 
your family if ‘you send any one to trap 
us—any one who will betray us to the 
police when he brings the money. We 
are taking better care of your boy than 
he will get at home. 

The letter was unsigned. It was written in 
Italian on an ordinary sheet of ruled writ- 
ing paper, folded once. The envelope wis 
stamped on the upper left hand corner and 
had a special delivery stamp, as did the 
first letter. 


Find Father Has Money. 

When the police went to the house to 
question the parents about the receipt of 
the letter yesterday they found out some 
information that may be of assistance to 
them. The father, who on the day before 
had maintained that he had no money, ad- 
mitted that he bad an account in a downtown 
bank, According to one member of the 
family the eum is about $1,100. The father 
also told of previous Black Hand extor- 
tion s@hemes that were directed against him. 

The Black Rand has followed me for 
three years, he said, “ What I have done 
to them I do not know, Long ago they 
threatened te kidnap my bey if I did net pay 
them the tribute they have demanded, and 
now they have kept their werd. 


Buys Milk and Thought Rich. 

There is only one reason that I know 
‘of why they should think that I have money. 
There are many Italians around me who 
make more money than I de, but I am the 
only one that buys milk for my baby. I 
do it because I think the milk is best for the 
child. The other men in the neighborhood 
have seen my children going to get milk and 
maybe they think, for that reason, that I 
am rich. It is not because I have so much 


money that I buy milk, though; it is because 
I have so few children. I want the ones I 
| have got to Live.

CHILD KILLS MAN 
IN PARK; VANISHES 


Shoots Cocked Rifle Left on 
Counter at Gallery; Owner 
Painting Targets, 


FLEES WITH COMPANION. 


In the mind of a little boy about 6 years old 
who sometimes wears a brown shirtwaist is 
the knowledge that he shot a man yesterday 
afternoen at Riverview park. In all proba- | 
bility the little boy does not know that the 
man is dead. 

Prank Stratton was the child's victim. He | 
resided at 3417 Claremont avenue. While he 
was painting a target in a shooting gallery 
at the park about 8 o'clock in the afternoon 
the boy in the brown shirtwaist picked upa 
loaded rifie, pulled the trigger, and ran. 
Stratton dropped dead with a bullet in the 
base of his brain. 

Stratton was a part owner of the gallery 
One target in the gallery is an endless stream 
of white sheet iron ducks, which flop over 
when they are hit by a bullet. About once a 
week they have to be painted. 


Works in Plain View of Stand. 

Business was light during the afternoon 
and Stratton took the opportunity to revivifty 
the targets. Another man was at the front 
of the stand waiting for possible customers. 
Stratton worked in plain view and it was not 
supposed that any one would shoot without 
giving warning. On the front counter lay 
five 22 caliber rifies, all leaded. One was 
cocked. 

It was this one which the boy in the brown 
ghirtwaist picked up. By his side was an- 
ether boy, perhaps a year younger, in a 
blue waist. His head hardly reached the 
counter. The hands of the boy in the brown 
shirtwalst reached it with difficulty, but 
easily enough to permit him to pick up the 
rifle and fire it. Perhaps he had not expected 
it to shoot; at any rate, he dropped it the 
moment it discharged. 

Stratton released his paint brush with an 
amazed expression and toppled over like one 
of his sheet iron ducks. The boys turned 
and ran. So interested was the crowd in 
Stratton that they paid no immediate atten- 
tion to his slayer. 

Boy Slayer Vanishes, 

When at last they turned to look for the 
boy in the brown shirtwaist he was gone. 
The only impressions that he had left among 
the ten or a dozen persons who saw the acci- 
dent was that he was about 6 years old and 
wore a brown shirtwaist. 

Stratton was hurried to the park hospital. 
but he was dead before the policemen had 
lifted him out ot the gallery. 

The toy bullet had entered at the most 
vulnerable spot of the skull, just back of 
the right ear. Stratton was nicknamed 
Makin's at the park. He had been with | 
the park for several years. During his spare 
hours he was said to be a student of medicine. 
If he has relatives they are not known to bis 
associates. 

The discovery of his slayer depends on how 
long the boy In the brown shirtwaist and hie 
companion can keep their big secret. 

A week ago, two other boys, slightly older, 
eonfessed te the murder of a companion, after 
they had hidden the crime from their parents, 
the polica and the coroner's office for a 
month. 

Psychologists say that a child can preserve 
the secret of a serious erime longer than a 
man, because he dees not fully realize the 
greatness of his offense.

POLICE TO HUNT 
POOR, SICK BABIES 


Will Send Cases to Elizabeth 
MeCormick Memorial 
- Tents, * 


820 CARED FOR AND 14 DIE 


All of Chicago's police are to be enlisted in 
the city's care for its babies. Sherman C. 
Kingsley, superintendent of the United Char- 


1 ities, will request Chief MeWeeny today to 


order his men to report to the baby tents ” 
all cases of serious infantile illness which 
dome under their notice. 

Eight hundred and twenty sick babies have 
been cared for this summer in the ten small 
tents maintained by the Elizabeth McCor- 
mick memorial] fund, Of these only fourteen 
have died. 

What this means can be appreciated when 
it is added that the usual death rate among 
the sick babies of the tenements is one death 
to every three cases of Ulness. Consequent- 
ly, the baby tents” have saved 260 lives 
this summer, twenty-six for each tent. 


“Could Use 100 Tents.” 

If there were 100 tentsa-—none too Many, ac- 
cording to Dr. C. St. Clair Drake, health 
statisticlan—2,600, instead of 260 lives would 
have been saved. This is much less than the 
number of bables who died last summer of 
preventable diseases. Mr. Kingsley says that 
when the number of sick babies sent in es- 
ceeds the capacity of the tents, more tents 
will be erected. 

Each of the tents now in use will hold from 
six to twenty babies, and the tents are full 
nearly all of the time. The great difficulty 
of the health department, which codperates 
with the memoriel fund, is to locate the 
babies who are dying. 

Ignorance and superstition among the 
mothers retard them, while babies with 
death only a few days away suffocate in 
badly ventilated and insanitary tenements. 
Mr. Kingsley believes that the police depart- 
ment can be of the greatest aid in overcoming 
this phase of the baby saving problem.

Assessors Announce Worth of 
Chicago’s Richest ‘Tract. 


EXCEED 1910 VALUATION. 


Some of State Street Held to Be Worth 
$12,000 a Front Foot. 


The heart of Chicago is worth more th n 
half a billion dollars. The valuation ef the 
business district, as fixed by the hoard ef as- 
sessors, was made public yesterday. 

All the land in the district bounded by the 
river on the north, the lake on the east, 
Twelfth street on the south, and the river on 
the west is estimated ag being worth $575,- 
528,517. 

In this same region last year the final values 
of the board of review were fixed at §460,610,- 
826. 

This year’s valuations were based on a 
schedule that gave 512000 a foot on State 
from Monroe to Washington street, as the 
highest price in the city, and §400 a foot for 
a block facing Twelfth street from Michi- 
gan avenue to Park row as the cheapest in the 
district. 

Chart Gives Values. 

In graduating the State street figures the 
board used a prepared chart that gave the 
values as follows:

Lake to Randolph, north half 
Lake to Randolph, south half........ 560 0 
Randolph to Washington 
Washington to Madison

Madison street shows a graduation from 
$1,500 a foot, at the river, to $6,000 a foot from 
La Salle street to Wabashavenue. Madison, 
from Market to Franklin street, is appraised 
at $2,000 a foot; from Franklin to Fifth ave- 
nut at $2,500; and Fifth avenue to La Salle 
at $4,000. From Wabash avenue to Michigan 
avenue, Madison street values are fixed at 
82,500 a foot. Dearborn, La Salle, Clark and 
Washington streets have properties that the 
board is taxing at the rate of $7,000 a foot.

Government Directs Surveillance 
for Fort Totten Private. 


ACTS ON CHARGE OF GIRL. 


Seeks Military Secrets, Fiancee Says; 
May Be Austrian Prince, 


New York, Aug. 7.—[{Special.]—Fort Totten 
was inclined to make merry today over its 
“ Austrian spy.“ but an order came from 
Washington in the evening to Col Strong, 
the commandant, to hold Private George 
Peters of the Ons Hundred and Thirty-fifth 
company, coast artillery, under surveillance 
until further notice. 

‘The. war department antes on a dispatch 
from Capt. James Watson, recruiting officer 
at Indianapolis, stating that he had im- 
portant papers and affidavits tending to show 
that Peters is serving in the army to obtain 
important military secrets. 


Girl Gives Information. 

It is supposed that Capt. Watson refers to 
inforfmation already imparted to the public 
that Miss Clara Anita Dyer of Philpot, Ky., 
had confessed that Peters, whom she had ex- 
pected to marry and whose discharge by pur- 
chase she was trying to obtain, had confided 
to her that he was an Austrian nobleman 
serving in our army to obtain drawings of 
our forts for Austria and the secret of the 
manufacture of the explosive dunnite. 

It was believed at Fort Totten that Peters 
had been indulging in flights of fancy for the 
benefit of his fiancée. Itis reported that Miss 
Dyer has turned over to the military author- 
ities letters which she says Peters wrote to 
her disclosing himself to be a spy. 


May Be Austrian Prince, 

“Count Windisch Graetz,” she says, is his 
real name.

Ordered by Physicians to Re- 
main in His Room Because 
of Return of Pains. 


MENDS DURING THE DAY. 


Unable to Attend Celebration of 
the Eighth Anniversary of 
Coronation. 


ROME, Aug. 7.—Pope Pius had a sudden 
but slight relapse today, aggravating the 
cold and gouty pains from which he has 
suffered. 

The Osservatore Romano, the vatican 
organ, tonight published the following offi- 
cial statement: 

The pope has almost completely retov- 
ered from the recent affection of the larynx, 
but has been suffering since last night from 
a slight attack of gout in the right knee 

Dr. Giusseppi Pettaci, private physician 
to his holiness, and Dr. Etorre Marchiafava, 
consulting physician at the vatican, visited 
the pope this morning and again this even- 
ing. Leaving the vatican tonight they said 
that, while they found a slight rise in tem- 
‘perature, they considered the general con- 
dition of the patient good.“ 


Sisters Attend the Patient. 

The pope’s sisters, agi ated oecause of the 
alarmist reports in circulation, remained at 
the vatican tonight to nurse the patient. 
His holiness is doing well. He went into 
a tranquil sleep at 10 o'clock tonight. 

Up to last night he was determined to par- 
ticipate in the celebration of the eighth anni- 
versary of his coronation. It had been 
planned that the pontiff should wear only the 
ordinary miter and a light vestment, instead 
of the triple crown and papal mantle, in order 
that he might be less oppressed. 

This morning the doctors decided that tn 
view of the increasing high temperature they 
would oppose the participation of the pope in 
the function. 


Merry Del Val to Officiate. 

Accordingly, it was arranged that the serv- 
ice should be conducted by Cardinal Merry 
del Val, the papal secretary of state. 

The pontiff had appeared to be recovering 
normally from his recent indisposition, though 
the recent extreme heat had weakened him 
and prevented his daily celebration of mass. 
In the cooler bours of the day he has visited 
the gardens. Last evening he remained in 
the gardens until an hour after sunset. 


LECONTE MAKES TRIUMPHAL 
ENTRY AT HAYTI’S CAPITAL. 


Arrangements Made for Meeting of 
National Assembly Which Is Ex- 
pected to Elect Him President. 


PORT AU PRINCE, Hayti, Aug. 7.—Gen. 
Cincinnatus Leconte, the revolutionary lead- 
er, made a triumphal entry into the capital 
yesterday, and was acclaimed by the popu- 
lace, 

Arrangements were made forthwith for a 
joint session of the senate and chamber of 
deputies, which, meeting as a national as- 
sembly, were expected to elect Leconte pres- 
ident in succession to the deposed Simon. 
Gen. Firmin arrived here during the fore- 
noon and, upon the order of Gen. Leconte, 
was permitted to come ashore. The capital 
continues quiet. ; 


Young Simon in New York. 
New York, Aug. 7.—Antoine Simon, son of 
the deposed president of Hayti, with six offi- 
clals of the republic, who fled from the 
troubles there, came into port today on board 
the stéamer Allemania, from Port au Prince. 
Simon and his friends brought with them a 
number of boxe’ of gold, which were locked 
in the steamer s safe. The value of the gold 
was not learned by the passengers. The 
party is on its way to Paris. 


GENERATES LIFE IN FROG EGG 
BY NEEDLE AND ELECTRICITY. 


Prof. Betaillon, French Biologist, Goes 
Step Further than Delarge in Artifi- 
cial Fecundation Experiment. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Aug. 7.—That artificial generation 
of life may now be considered a scientific fact 
has again been proved by a Dijon biologist. 
Prof. Betalllon, who has just carried out s 
curtous experiment in artificial stimulation 
of living embryos. He has gone a step 
further than Prof. Delage of Paris, who, a 
couple of years ego, obtained artificial 
fecundation of the eggs of the sea urchin, 
a very low form of life. 
Prof. Betailion tried his hand on frogs’ 
eggs, and obtained tadpoles by pricking the 
eggs with a very fine platinum needle. He 
afterwards subjected the pricked eggs to 
electric discharges and was much more suc- 
cessful. 

Thus he came to the conclusion thet two 
processes were requisite for the develop- 
ment of a living thing from eggs—a shock 
that sets the segmentation process in mo- 
tion. and a second factor which accelerates 
its evolution. 

Prof. Betalllon also experimented on fish 
eggs, but without result, owing, he 1 
to beat.

ASKS CHORCH AID 70 PEACE 


Taft Says They Must Force Sen- 
ate to Ratify Treaties, 


SEEKS TO AVOID DEBATE. 


President Hopes Other Nations Will 
Follow Britain and France. 


Mountain Lake Park, Md. Aug. T.—Presi- 
dent Taft traveled 400 miles through Mary- 
land and West Virginia today by special 
train to appeal to the people of the United 
States to use their moral influence to have 
the senate ratify the British and French 
arbitration treaties and the treaties with 
Nicaragua and Honduras. 

His appeal was made direct to the Moun- 
tain Lake Park Chautauqua of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, but in it the president in- 
cluded the rest of the nation as well. 

“I observe,” said the president, “ that 
there is some suggestion thet by ratifying 
this treaty the senate may in some way abdi- 
cate ite function of treaty making. I confess 
myself unable to perceive tie treaty in any 
such a point.” 


Must Not Debate Question. 

To have these treaties not ratified dy the 
senate of the United States,” continued Mr. 
Tam, or to have any hesitation and discus- 
sion of a serious character in reepect to them, 
would hale the movement toward general 
peace, which has made eubstantial advance 
in the last ten years. To obtain the ratifica- 
tion of the treaties, therefore, appeal must be 
made to the moral sense of the nation, and 
while that ig not entirely in the keeping of 
the churches, certainly they may exert a pow-~- 
erful influence in the promotion of any ef- 
fective instrumentality to obtain permanent 
peace. 

“ Therefore I tnvoke your aid as a branch 
of the great Methodist church to bring all 
the influence you can bring to obtain the 
confirmation of the treaties now made, and 
of those which may be made hereafter of a 
similar tenor with other countries. 

“This movement has attracted the atten- 
tion not only of England and of France, but 
of all the countries of Burope and of the 
Orient. It is not too much to hope that there 
are a number of other countries which will 
be willing now to sign the same kind of 
treaties ae those already made and that we 
may ultimately have a network of such agree- 
ments making long strides toward universal 
peace.” 

Urges Central American Aid. 
Leaving the arbitration treaties behind the 
president asked for the same sort of popular 
support of the treaties with Honduras and 
Nicaragua. 

There is no issue before the senate so acute 
in respect to the cause of peace as the con- 
firmation of these Central American trea- 
tles, he said. While I admit the greater 
importance of universal treaties of arbitra- 
tion in the long run and as affecting the 
world at large, yet in reapect of American 
interests, in respect of peace in this hemi- 
sphere, they are not equa! in importance to 
the confirmation of these Central American 
treaties.” 

The president pointed out the pecullar ro- 
lations between this country and the Central 
American republics, due largely to the in- 
sistence of the United States that the on- 
roe doctrine be observed. He declared that 
if the United States insists upon the Mon- 
roe doctrine it should also be willing to help 
the republics, as was done with Sante De- 
mingo, by collecting their revenues for them 
and applying those revenues to the payment 
of just obligations. ’

The 
fact that Howard Wright, Esq.. copied the 
Farman bipiane, lock, stock, and barrel, does 
not change their admfration of this “all 
British“ product, nor need it; for, after all, the 
Farmans are English, and beyond that Mr. 
Howard Wright has certainly shown ingenu- 
ity in changes of the details which he has 
made; and the performances of these ma- 
chines already on record make them well 
worthy of consideration as among the 
world’s best touring aeroplanes.

It ie easy to noticb m the drawings an- 
nexed the similarity Between the en 
described last week and the Howard Wright, 
and yet many differences are seen which 
make, in Mr. Howard Wright's opinion, for 
greater efficiency and safety. 

The wings themselves are of the usual con- 
struction, having struts running lengthwise 
and with ribs running crosswise, the whole 
construction being surfaced with rubberized 
silk on both sides, so that the woodwork is 
completely Mclosed. 

These wing surfaces are separated by up- 
rights and braced with wire. so that the two 
surfaces form a sort of box. 

From the central part in front a frame runs 
out, formed of spruce sticks, at the meeting 
point of which the front elevator is pivoted 
as shown. This elevator can be tipped by 
the control lever so as to steer up and down, 
the wire W connecting the elevator and lever. 

At the rear a square framework projects 
back to end In a fixed plane or tail whose 
trailing edge fs pivoted to be worked at the 
same time as the front elevator. This forms 
the rear elevator" as shown. It is worked 
by the hand lever also, by wires not shown.

These flaps, or balancing planes, 
or, to be more technical, these “ ailerons,”’ 
are hinged where they join the main planes.

Wires run from these 
to the lever on the plict’s hand, however, so 
that by moving this lever sideways these 
wires are pulled on one side or the other, 
which pulls down on the hinged afleron, thus 
giving it a greater angle to the wind on that 
side and thus a greater lift. Thus the pfiot 
can always raise the low side to bring the 
machine to an even keel when a wind gust 
upsets its balance or when he wantr to 
„bank for turning. ry 

Back of the operator and just above the 
lower plane the motor is mounted, this being 
connected to the propeller direct. 

Thus the propeller rotates just to the rear 
of the lower main wing and between the 
sticks that support the tall. 

The tanks are located just under the upper 
plane, and the radiator—for this has a water 
cooled motor—just to one side of the motor 
and placed edgewise to the wind.
